No. SEBI|LE|5j93.—(n exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by section 30 of the oecuriFes and Exchange 
Board of India Act, 1992 (15 of 1992) the Board 
hereby, with the previous approval of the Central 
Government makes the following regulations, 
namely :— 

CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 

1. (1) Short title and commencement.—These 
regulations may be called the Securities and Exchange 
Board of India (Registrars to an Issue and Share 
Transfer Agents) Regulations, 1993. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—In these regulations, unless the 
con .ext otherwise requires,— 

(a) “activity” means activities which a regis'rar 
to an issue or a share transfer agent may 
carry under clauses (c) and (g) of rule 2; 

(b) “enquiry officer” means any officer of the 
Board, or any other person, having ex¬ 
perience in dealing wi.h (he problems 
relating to the securities market, who is 
appointed hy the Board under Chapter V; 

(c) “form" means a form specified in Schedule 

I; 

(d) “inspecting authority’’ means one or more 
persons’ appointed by the Board to exercise 
powers conferred undei Chapter IV; 

(e) '‘principal officer” means— 

(i) in relation to a propriety concern, the 

proprietor himself, 

(ii) in relation to a firm or an association of 
persons or 1 any body of individuals or a 
body corporate, a secretary, treasurer, 
partner, manager or director of the firm, 
association, body corporate; or 

(iii) any person connected with the manage¬ 
ment or administration of the firm, asso¬ 
ciation or body or tire body corporate 
upon whom the Board has served a notice 
of its intention of treating him as the 
principal officer thereof. 

(f) ‘■regulations’’ means Securities and Exchange 
Board of India (Registrars to an Issue and 
Share Transfer Agents) Regulations, 1993; 

(g) “rules” means Securities and Exchange 
Board of India (Registrars to an Issue and 
Share Transfer Agents) Rules, 1993; 


(h) all other words and expressions used in these 
regulations but not defined, and defmedi in 
the Act and the rules shall hive the same 
meanings respectively assigned to them in 
the Act or the rules, as the case may be. 

CHAPTER II 

REGISTRATION 01 RHJ'S" RAR TO AN ISSUE 
AND SHARE TRANSFER AGENT 

3 Application for grant of ct : .ifieu’e.—(1) An 
application by a registrar to an issue or a share trans¬ 
fer agent for grant of a certificate shall be made to 
the Board in Form A. 

( 2 ) The applicahon unuc: Mb-agination (1) may 
be made for any of the following categories, namely : 

(a) Category I ; to carry on the activities ns a 
registrar tj an issue and share transfer agent: 

(b) Category 11 : tc carry on the activity either 
as a reg’strar to an issue or as a share 
transfer agent; 

O'* Notwithstanding anything contained in sub¬ 
regulation (1). any application made by a regtsm 
to an issue 01 a -bare transfer agent prior to coming 
into force of these regulations containing such parti* 
culars as near thereto a- mentioned in Form A shall 
be treated as an application made in iuisuance of sub- 
regulaton (1) and dealt with accordingly. 

4 To furnish further inf» r mat:on, clarification 
etc-—-(1) The Board may require the' applicant to 
furnish further information or dm flections regarding 
activities and matters connected thereto to consider 
the application for grant of a calibrate. 

(2) The applicant or, its principal officer shall, it 
so required, appear before the Board for personal 
representation. 

5. Application to conform to the requirements.— 
Subject to the p r ovi.ions of sub-regulation (2) of regu¬ 
lation 3, any application, which is i - t .unplele in all 
respects and does not conl’oitm to the instructvus 
spavined in the form, shall be rejected. 

Provided thru, before rejecting any such application, 
the applicant shall be given an opportunity 1o remove 
within ire time specified such objections as may be 
indicated by the Board. 

6. Consideration of applicaation.—The Board shall 
take into account for considering the grant ot a cem- 
ficate all matters which are relevant to the activities 
and in particular the following, namely, whether the 
applicant— 

(a) has trie necessary infrastructure like ade¬ 
quate office space, eqirpments and man¬ 
power to effectively discharge his activities; 

(b) has any past experience in the activities; 

(c) or any person directly or indireclly connected 
with him has not been granted registration 
by the Board under the Act; 

(d) fulfils the capital adequacy requirement 
specified in regulation 7, 
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the grounds on which he application has been rejected. 


(c) is subjected to any disciplinory proceedings 
under the Act; 

(f) or any of its director, partner or principal 
officer is or has at any time been convicted 
for any offence involving moral turpitude or 
has been found guilty of any economic 
offence. 

7. Capital Adequacy Requirement,—(1) The capital 
adequacy requirement referred to in clause (d) of 
regulation 6 shall not be less than the net worth of 
die applicant specified in sub-regulation (2). 

(2) For the purposes of sub-regulation (1), the 

networth of the applicant shall be as follows, namely — 

(a) Category I specified in clause (a) of sub- 
regulation (2) of regulation 3,— 

Rs. 6,00,000; 

(b) Category II specified in clause (b) of sub- 
regulation (2) of regulation 3,— 

Rs. 3,00,000; 

(3) In sub-regulation (2) the “nclworih” 
means— 

(a) in the case of an applicant being a proprietory 
concern or a firm or an association of persons 
or any body of individuals, the value of 
capital contributed to such business by the 
applicant and the free reserves of any kind 
belonging to the business of the applicant, 
and 

(b) in the case of a body corporate, the value 
of the paid up capital and the free reserves 
as disclosed in the books oi accounts of the 
applicant at the time of making the appli¬ 
cation under sub-regulation (1) of regulation 
3- 

8. Procedure for registration.—The Brinrd on being 
satisfied that the applicant is eligible, shall send an 
infmation to the applicant mentioning the category 
for which the applicant has been found eligible for 
the grant of certificate and grant a certificate in Form 
B subject to payment of fees specified in regulation 
12. 

9. Renewal of certificate.—(T) The registrar to an 
issue or share transfer agent may, if he so desires, 
make an application in Form A for renewal of certi¬ 
ficate before three months of the expiry of the period 
off certificate. 

f2) The application for renewal of certificate under 
sub-regulation (1) shall be dealt with in the same 
manner as if it were an application for the grant of 
a certificate under regulation 3. 

10. Procedure where registration is not granted.— 
(1) Where an applicat’dn for grant of a certificate 
under regulation 3 or of renewal under regulation 9, 
does not fulfil the requirements mentioned in regula¬ 
tion 6, the Board may reject the application aPei 
giving a reasonable opportunity of being heard. 

f2) The refusal to grant or renew the certificate 
shall be communicated bv the Board wffhin thirty 
day9 of such refusal to thfe applicant stating therein 


(3) Any applicant may, being aggrieved by the 
decision of the Board under sub-regulation (2) apply 
within a period of thirty days from the date of receipt 
of such iuiimation, to the Board for reconsideration 
of its decision. 

(4) On receipt of the application made under sub- 
regulation (3), the Board shall reconsider its decision 
and communicate its findings thereon as soon as 
possible in writing to the applicant. 

11. Effect of refusal to grant or renew certificate.— 
Any registrar to an issue (Sr a share transfer agent 
whose application for grant or renewal of a certificate 
has been refused by the Board shall on and from the 
dale of the receipt of the cojnmimication under sub¬ 
regulation (2) of legulation 10 cease to carry on any 
activity as registrar to an issue or share transfer 
agent. 

12. Payment of fees and the consequences of fail¬ 
ure to pay fees.— (1) Every applicant eligible for 
grant or renewal of a certificate shall pay such fees 
in such manner and within the period specified in 
Schedule II. 

Provided that the Board may on sufficient cause 
being shown permit the registrar tol an 
issue or share transfer agent to pay such 
fees at any time before the expiry of six 
months from the date on which such fees 
become due. 

(2) Where a registrar to anjssue or share transfer 
agent fails to pay the fees 05 provided in sub-regula¬ 
tion (1), the Board may suspend the certificate, 
whereupon the registrar to an issue or share transfer 
agent shall c.case to carry on any of his activity as a 
registrar to an issue or share transfer agent, as the 
case may be. 

CHAPTER III 

GENERAL OBLIGATIONS AND RESPONSIBI¬ 
LITIES 

13. To abide by Code of Conduct.—Every regis¬ 
trar to an issue and share transfer agent holding a 
certificate shall at all tims abide by the Code of 
Conduct as specified in Schedule III, 

14. To maintain prosper books of accounts, and 
records etc.—(1) Every registrar to an issue and 
share transfer agent being a body corporate shall 
keep and maintain the following books of accounts 
and documents in respect of three preceding financial 
years, namely :— 

(a) in relation to regisrfa? fo an issue and share 
transfer agent being a body corporate, 

fi) a copy of balance sheet and profit and 
loss account as specified in sections 211 
and 212 of the Companies Act, 1956 (1 
of 1956). 

fii) a copy of the auditor’s report referred to 
in section 227 of the Companies Act. 
1956 (1 of 1956). 
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(iii) a statement of capital adequacy require¬ 
ments for each quarter. 

(b) in relation to registrar to an issue and share 
transfer agent ndt being a body corporate— 

fi) all sums of money received and expend¬ 
ed by them and the matters in respect of 
which the receipt and expenditure take 
place; 

(ii) their assets and liabilities; and 

(iii) a statement of capital adequacy require¬ 
ments for each quarter. 

(2) Every registrar to an issue shall also maintain 
‘he following reedrds with respect to :—• 

(a) all the applications received from investors 
in respect of an issue; 

(b) all applications of investors rejected and 
reasons therefofr; 

(c) basis of allotment of sccurities~to the inves¬ 
tors as finalised ini consultation with the 
stock exchange; 

(d) terms and conditions of purchase of secu¬ 
rities; 

(e) allotment of securities; 

(f) list of names of allottees and non-allottees 
of the securities; 

fg) refund orders despatched to investors in 
respect of application iponics received from 
them in response to arr ^suc; 

(h) such other records as may be specified by 
the Board foi carrying on the activities as 
registrars to an issue. 

(3) Every share transfer agent shall maintain the 
following records in respect of a body corporate on 
whose behalf he is cairying on the activities as share 
transfer agent namely :— 

(a) list of holders of securities of such body 
corporate; 

(b) the names of transferor and transferee and 
the dates of transfer dtf securities; 

(c) such other records as may be specified by 
the Board for carrying out the activities as 
share transfer agents. 

(4) Every registrar to an issue or share transfer 
agent shall intimate the Board the place where the 
boetks of accounts, records and documents are main¬ 
tained. 

(5) Without prejudice to sub-regulation (1), every 
registrar to an issue and share transfer agent shall, 
after the close of each financial year as soon as possi¬ 
ble but not later than six months from the close of 
the said period furnish to the Board if so required 
copies of the balance sheet, profit and loss account, 
statement of capital adequacy requirement a3d such 
other documents as may be required by the Board 
under regulation 14, 
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15. Maintenance of records.--Subject to provisions 
of any other law, the registrar to an issue or share 
transfer agent shall preserve the nnoks of accounts 
and other records and documents maintained under 
regulation 14 for a minimum period of three years. 

CHAPTER IV 

PROCEDURE l ; OR INSPECTION 

16. Board’s right to inspect—(1) Where it appears 
to the Board so to do. it may appoint one or more 
persons a:; inspecting authority tc under ake ins¬ 
pection of the books of account, other records 
and documents of tl.v registrar to an issue or share 
transfer agent for any oi the purposes specified in 

ub-rcguhition (2). 

(2) The purposes referred to in sub-regulation 
(1) shall be as follows, namely : 

(a) to ensure that the books of accounts and 
other books are befog maintained in the 
manner required; 

(b> that the provisions of the Act, rules, regu¬ 
lations and the provisions of the Securities 
Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1956, (42 of 
1956) and the rules made thereunder are 
being complied with; 

(c) to investigate into the complaints received 
from have; tors, other registrars to an issue 
or share transfer agents or any other inter¬ 
mediaries in the securities market on an' 
matter having a bearing on f he activities of 
the registrar n> an issue or share transfer 
agent; 

(d) to investigate suo-moto in the interest of 
securities market or investors interest into 
the affairs of the registrar to an issue or 
share transfer agent. 

17. Procedure for inspection—(1) Before under¬ 
taking an inspection under regulation 16, the Board 
shall give a reasonable notice to the registrar to an 
issue or share transfer agent for that purpose. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub- 
regulation (1), where the Board is satisfied that in 
the in'crest of the investors’ or in public interest no 
such notice should be given, it may by an order in 
writing direct that the inspection of the affairs ol 
the registrar to an issue and share transfer agent be 
taken up without such notice. 

(3) On being empowered by the Board, the ins¬ 
pecting authority shall undertake the inspection and 
the registrar to an issue or share transfer agent 
against whom un inspection n bring carried out shall 
be bound to discharge his obligations as provided 
under regulation 18. 

18. Obligations of registrar to an issue and share 
transfer agent on inspection by the Board—(D It 
shall be the duty every director, proprietor, partner, 
officer and employee of the registrar to an issue or 

share transfer agent, who is being inspected, to 
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produce to the inspecting authority such books, ac¬ 
counts and other documents in his custody or cont¬ 
rol and furnish him with the statements und infor¬ 
mation relating to the transactions in securities mar¬ 
ket within such time as the said officer may require. 

(2) The registrar to an issue or share transfer 
agent shall allow the inspecting authority to have 
reasonable access to the premises occupied by them 
or by any other person on their behalf and also 
extend reasonable facility for examining any books, 
records, documents and computer data in the posses¬ 
sion of the registrar to an issue or share transfer 
agent or any other paeon on their behalf and also 
provide copies of documents or other materials which, 
in the opinion of the inspecting authority are rele¬ 
vant. 

(3) The inspecting authority, in the course of 
inspection, shall be entitled to examine or record 
statements of any member, director, partner, pro¬ 
prietor and employee of the registrar to an issue or 
share transfer agent. 


(4) It shall he the duty of every director, pro¬ 
prietor, partner, officer or employee of the registrar 
to an issue and share tratufer agent to give to the 
inspecting authority all assistance in connection with 
the inspection, which the registrar^ to an issue or 
share transfer agent may be reasonably be expected 
to give. 

19. Submission of Report to the Board—The ins¬ 
pecting authority shall, as soon as possible submit, 
an inspection report to the Board. 

20. Communication of findings etc.—(1) The 
Board shall after cmnider.uion of the inspection re¬ 
port communicate the findings to the registrar to an 
issue or share transfer agent to give him an opportu¬ 
nity of being heard befpre any ac'ion is taken by 
the Board on the findings of the inspecting authority. 

(2) On receipt of the explanation if any, from 
the registrar to an issue or share transfer ageni, the 
Board may call upon them lo take such measures 
as the Board may deem fit in the interest of the 
securities market and for due compliance with the 
provisions of the Act, rules and regulations. 

21. Appointment Auditor Notwithstanding any- 
llrng contained above, the Board may appioint an 
auditor who is qualified to be appointed as such for 
a company under section 226 of the Companies Act 
1956 (1 of 1956) to investigate into the books of 
account or Ihe affairs of the registrar to an issue 
and share, transfer agent. 

Provided that the auditor so anpoffited shall have 
the same powers of the inspecting authority as men¬ 
tioned in regulation 16 and the obligations of * 
registrar so an issue and share transfer nnent, : 
reguhfic.i It) rffidl he rpp’icr’!? to the ‘-u’e'h'gatinu 
under this regulation. 


CHAPTER V 

PROCEDURE FOR ACTION IN CASE OF 
DEFAULT 

22. Liability for action in case of default.—(1) 
A registrar to an issue or share transfer agent, who— 

(a) fails td comply with any conditions subject 
to which registration has been granted ; 

(b) contravenes any of the provision of the Act, 
rules or regulations ; 

(c) contravenes the provisions of the Securities 
Contracts (Regulation) Act 1956 (42 of 
1956) or the rules made thereunder ; 

(d) contravenes the rules, regulations or bye¬ 
laws of the stock exchange; 

shall be liable to any of the penalties specified in sub- 
regulation (2). 

(2) The penalties referred to in sub-regulation (1) 
may be either :— 

(a) suspension of registration after the inquiry 
for a specified period ; or 

(b) cancellation of registration. 

23. Suspension, cancellation of cer'ifica'e.—(1) A 
penalty of suspension of certificate granted to a 
registrar to an issue or share transfer agent may be 
imposed if they— 

(i) violate the provision^ of the Act, rules and 
regulations ; 

(ii) do not follow the code of conduct specified 
at Schedule III; 

(iii) (a) fail to furnish any information related 
to their activities, or transactions in securi¬ 
ties as required by the Board ; 

(b) furnish wrong or false information ; 

(c) do nol submit periodical returns as required 
by the Board ; 

(d) do not co-opcrate in any enquiry conducted 
by the Board ; 

(iv) fail to resolve the complaints of the inves¬ 
tors or fail to give a saiisfac'ory reply b> 
the Board in this behalf; 

<v) indulge in manipulating or price rigging or 
cornering activities ; 

(vi) are guilty of misconduct, Improper, un¬ 
business like or unprofessional conduct; 

rvii) fail to maintain the capi'al adequacy require¬ 
ment specified in regulation 7. 

(viii) fail to pay the fees as specified in regula¬ 
tion 12. 

(ix) violate the conditions of registration; 

Provided that the Board for reasons to 
be recorded in writing may in case of 
repeated defaults of the type mentioned 
above impose a penalty of cancellation of 
certificate on the registrar to an issue or 
share transfer agent 
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(2) A penalty of cancellation of certifier-'-:: granted 
to a registrar to an issue or share transfer agent may 
be imposed if they— 

(1) indulge in deliberate manipulation or price 
rigging or cornering activities affecting the 
securities market and the investors interest; 

(ii) violate the provisions of the Act, rules and 
regulations ; 

(iii) violate any provisions of insider trading 
regulations or take-over regulations ; 

(iv) are guilty of fraud, or convicted of a 
criminal offence. ~ 

24. Manner of order of suspension and cancella¬ 
tion of certificate.-—No drder of penalty of suspension 
or cancellation shall be imposed except after holding 
an enquiry in accordance with the procedure specified 
in regulation 25. 

25. Manner of holding enquiry.—(1) For the 
purpose of holding an enquiry under regulation 24, 
the Board may appoint an enquiry officer. 

(2) The enquiry officer shall issue to the registrar 
to an issue or share transfer agent a notice at the 
registered office or the principal place of bus ness of 
the registrar to an issue or share transfer agent. 

(3) The registrar to an issue or share transfer 
agent may, within thirty days from the date of receipt 
of such notice, furnish to the enquiry officer a reply 
togetherwith copies of documentary or other evi¬ 
dence relied on by them or sought by the Board 
from them. 

(4) The enquiry officer shall, give a reasonable 
opportunity of hearing to the registrar to an issue or 
share transfer agent to enable them to make submis¬ 
sions in support of their reply made under sub-rcgula- 
tion (3). 

(5) Before the enquiry officer, (he registrar to an 
issue or share transfer agent may either appear in 
person or through any person duly authorised cn 
their behalf : 

Provided that no lawyer Or advocate shall be per¬ 
mitted to represent Ihe registrar to an issue or share 
transfer agent at the enquiry. 

Provided further that where a lawyer oi an advo¬ 
cate has been appointed by the Board as a presenting 
officer under sub-rcgulatidb (6), it shall be lawful 
for the registrar to an issue or share transfer agent 
to present their case through a lawyer or advocate. 

(6.) If it is considered necessary, the enquiry 
officer may require the Board td appoint a presenting 
officer to present Its case. 


(7) The enquiry officer shall, after taking into 
account all relevant facts and submissions made by 
trie registrar to an issue or share transfer agent, 
submit a report to the Board and recommend the 
prjia! y to be awarded as also on the justification of 
the penalty proposed. 

26. Show-cause notice and order.—(1) On receipt 
of the report from the enquiry officer, the- Board shall 
consider the same and issue a show-cause notice as 
to why flic penalty as it considers appropriate should 
not be imposed. 

(2) The registrar to an issue or share transfer 
agent shall within twenty-frne days of the date of 
the receipt of the show-cause notice send a reply to 
the Board. 

(3) The Board after considering the reply to the 
show-cause notice, if received, shall as so On as possi¬ 
ble but not later than thirty days from the receipt of 
the reply, if any, pass such order as it deems fit. 

f4) Every order passed under sub-regulation (3) 
shall lie self-contained and give reosons for the con¬ 
clusions stated therein including justification of the 
penalty imposed by that order. 

(5) The Board shall send a copy of the order 
under sub-rcgulalidn (3) to the registrar to an issue 
or share transfer agent. 

27. Effect of suspension and cancellation of certffi- 
cafe granted to registrar to an issue or share transfer 
agent.—(1) On and from the date of the suspension 
of the certificate, the registrar to nh issue Sr share 
transfer agent as the case may be, shall cease to 
carry on any r.cth'ity with immediate effect, during the 
period of suspension. 

(2) On and from the date of cancellation of tne 
certificate the registrar to an issue otr share transfer 
agent shall with immediate effect cease to carry on 
any activity. 

28. Publication of order of suspension.—The order 
of suspension or cancellation of cert-'ficate passed in 
regulation 27 shall be published in atlcast two daily 
newspapers by the Board. 

29. Appeal to tlie Central Government.—Any 
person aggrieved by an order of the Board under the 
regulations may prefer an appeal to '.h e Central 
Government in the prescribed manner.

Fees 

(1) Every registrar to an issue and share transfer 
agent shall subject to paragraphs 2 and 3 of this 
Schedule pay registration fees as set out below :— 

(a) A registrar to an issue and share transfer 
agent falling under Category 1 specified in 
sub-regulation (2) of regulation 3 shall pay 
a sum of Rs. 15,000 for initial grant of a 
certificate and the same amount every year 
to keep the certificate in force or renewal 
thereof. 

(b) A registrar to an issue or share transfer agent 
falling under Category II specified in sub¬ 
regulation (2) of regulation 3 shall pay a 
sum of Rs. 10,000 fot initial grant of a 
certificate and the same amount every year 
to keep the certificate in force or renewal 
thereof. 

(2) Fees referred to in clause (1) above shall be 
paid in the following manner- 

fa) The fee for grant of certificate shall be paid 
within 15 days from the date of intimation 
from the Board under regulation 8. 

(b) The fee for the subsequent years to keep 
the certificate in force and the renewal there¬ 
of shall be paid on or before expiry of 12 
months from the date of payment of fees 
paid in the preceding calender year.

SECURITIES AND EXCHANGE BOARD OF

REGULATIONS 1993 

(Regulation 13) 

CODE OF CONDUCT 

1. A registrar to issue and share transfer agent shall 
maintain high standards of integrity and fairness in 
all their dealings with their clients and other registrars 
to issue and share transfer agents in the conduct of 
their business. 

2. A registrar to issue and share transfer agent 
Bhall act with due skill, diligence and care in the 
conduct of all their activities, 

3. A registrar to issue and share transfer agent shall 
not indulge in unfair competition, which is likely to 
be harmful to the interests of other registrars to issue 
and share transfer agents or is likely to place such 
other registrars to issue and share transfer agents in 
a disadantageous position in relation to the registrar 
to issue and share transfer agent, while competing for 
or executing any assignment. 

4. a registrar to issue and share transfer agent ‘■hall 
not make any exaggerated statement, whether oral or 
written, to the clients either about their qualifications 
or capability to render certain services or their achieve¬ 
ments in regard to services rendeied to other clients. 


5. A registrar to issue and share transfer agent 
shall not divulge to other clients, press or any other 
party any confidential information about their client, 
which have come to their knowledge. 

6. A registrar to issue and share transfer agent 
shall endeavour to ensure that— 

(a) Enquiries from investors are adequately dealt 
with; 

(b) adequate steps are taken for proper allot¬ 
ment of securities and refund of application 
monies without delay and as per the law, 

7. A registrar to issue and shale transfer agent 
shall not generally and particularly in respect of any 
dealings in securities be party to— 

(a) creation of false market; 

(b) price rigging or manipulation; 

(c) passing of unpublished price sensitive in¬ 
formation to brokers, members of the stock 
exchanges and other intermediaries in the 
securities market or lake any other action 
which is not in the interest o£ the investors. 

(d) No registrar to issue and share transfer agent 
or any of its directors, partners or manager 
having the management of the whole or sub¬ 
stantially the whole of the affair's of their 
business shall either on their respective 
accounts or through their associates or family 
members, relatives or friends indulge in any 
insider trading. 
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
